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THE BRITISH ELECTIONS 


BRITISH PARLIAMENT WILL BE 
DISSOLVED ON NOV, 28 


Premier Asquith Makes a Strong 
Speech is the House Dealing with 
the Veto Question—It is Believed 
that the Lords will not pass the 
Second Reading of the Govern- 
ment’s Veto Bill. 


London.—Anticipating the rejection 
by the Lords of the pill to reform 
them, Premier Asquith announced 
that the house would be dissolved on 
November 28. That means that the 
first. election will be on or about De- 
cember 3. 

Premier Asquith made a. straight, 
unimpassioned speech in the house, 
dealing with the whole que-tion. 
referred to the veto conference and 
said that “never had there been a 
more honest and sustained attempt by 
men of strong and conflicting convic- 
tion to find a basis of agreement on 
which to build a structure promising 
stability and endurance.” e believ- 
ed that having failed it would be folly 
to attempt to make an agreement in 
the house. 

Premier Asquith places it up to the 
Lords. If they reject the scheme of 
reform, they declare a_ dissolution. 
There will be no compromise. 

“The Lords will be given an oppor- 
tunity to say yes or no to the gov- 
ernment’s veto bill in the coming 
week,’’ said the premier. 

It is the intention of the government 
to pass the essential features of the 
budget, and dissolve parliament on 
November 28, should the Lords in the 
meantime reject the veto bill. 

The premier also announced that 
the government proposed next year to 
bring in a bill for the payment of 
members. 

It is, of course, certain’ that the 
Lords will not pass the second reading 
of the Government’s Veto bill and it 
is now announced that they will prob- 
ably not discuss it at all. The silence 
of Premier Asquith with respect to 
“contingent guarantees,” is comment- 
ed on. 

Replying in the house to J. C. 
Wedgwood, Liberal member for New- 
castle-on-Tyne, the Premier said his 
language of April 14 still represented 
the intention of the government. He 
declined and would continue to de- 
cline to state what advice he had 
given. or would give the Crown. The 
King stood. aloof from political  con- 
troversy, With respect to. dropping 
for.a time the controversial portions 
of the budget, the Unionists see in 
this again the hand of Redmond, they 
allege. Aan 

The dropping of the whiskey tax es- 
pecially had been done at the demand 
of the “black angel of political 
drama,” as Mr. Asquith humorously 
described him: 

On the other hand the ministerial- 
ists both in parliament and in the 
press see only the government pres- 
sing home the right of the single issue, 
“Peers versus people.” 

The first election will probably be 
held on December 3.

NAVAL AIRSHIPS NOW WANTED 


U. S, Officials Impressed With Possi-

Washington.—The next step which 
the United States navy will take in its 
study of airships to determine the ex- 
tent of their practical value from the 
standpoint of war, will be to test the 
possibility of aerial craft landing on a 
warship.

Some experts believe a net could be 
stretched to receive an airship and 
protect it from turrets and other ob- 
stacles, while others think it would be 
necessary to equip the machine with 
pontoons, so that they might descend 
in the water beside the war vessels.

LESSON IX.—FOURTH QUARTER, 
FOR NOV. 27, 1910, 


Text of the Lesson, Matt. xxvi, 57-63. 
Memory Verse, 64—Golden Text, ! 
Pet. ii, 23—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


A great awe should be upon us as 
we read or write or think upon these 
things. Behold the Son of God yield- 
ing Himself‘ for our sakes to sinful 
men. See the hatred of men to God 
and the proof that the carnal mind is 
enmity against God. As they came to 
take Him in the garden He went to 
meet them, saying, “‘Whom seek ye?” 
To their reply ‘Jesus of Nazaretn’’ He 
said ‘I am,’’ and they went backward 
and fell to the ground. He aliowed 
them to rise to approach Him again 
and to take Him and bind Him and 
lead Him away to Annas and then to 
Caiaphas. Ail the disciples forsook 
Him and fled, but a youug man fol- 
lowed, having just a linen cloth about 
his naked body, which he left in the 
hands of his pursuers as they tried to 
lay hold of him, and he fled naked, 
We shall have to ask Mark who that 
young man was, as he a.one records it 
(Mark xiv, 51, 52). It was an oppor- 
tunity of fellowship with Jesus which 
he, like the ot&ers, missed. Simon 
Peter and John returned and followed 
Jesus, John goimg in to the palace of 
riest, for he was known to 
him, but Peter semaining without un- 
til John spoke to the maid that kept 
the door and brought in Peter. Then 
he sat with the servants and warmed 
himself at their fire. But we must 
leave his story till next week. ° 


In reply to the high priest’s ques- 
tion as to Jesus’ docirine He replied 
“‘In secret have I said nothing ; pest Bs 
ask them which- heard. me’? (John 
xviii, 15.24). They brought many false 
witnesses to testify against Jesus, but 
none of them agreed-.in their testi- 
mony, not even the two of verse 60. 
See Mark xiv, 56-59. To the high 
priest’s' question, ‘“‘Answerest . thou 
nothing?” Jesus held His peace, fos 
there was nothing to reply to. In Ps. 
xxxv, 11, it is written, “‘False witness- 
es did rise up; ‘they laid. to my charge 
things that: I knew not.” Unless you 
have been similarly ill treatel you can- 
not imagine ‘how hard it is to put in 
practice Ps. xxxviii, 13, “I as a deaf 
man’ heard not, and I was as a dumb 
man that openeth not his mouth.” 

When the high priest said, “I ad- 
jure thee by the living God that thou 
tell us wether thou be the Christ, the 
Son of God’ (verse 63), then Jesus 
said, ‘I am, and ye shall see the Son 
of Man sitting on the right hand of 
power and coming in the clouds of 
heaven” (Mark xiv, 62, with verse 64). 
Then they. judged Him guilty of blas- 
phemy and condemned Him to die. 
But it was the truth that He spake, 
and they shall yet see it, and if they 
did not repent before they died they 
shall have to hear His “Depart from 
Me, ye cursed.” After the Vagos 
Him guilty of death they mocked Him, 
blindfolded Him, struck Him on the 
face, spit in His face. and said, 
“Prophesy unto us, thou Christ, who 
is he that smote thee.’’ Even the ser- 
vants smote Him with the palms of 
their hands (Mark xiv, 65).. When 
morning was come they bound Him 
and led Him away and delivered Him 
to Pontius Pilate, the governoy that 
he might have Him put to death, their 
accusation being that he was a male- 
factor. The result of Pilat»’s examin- 
ation of Him was a three or four fold 
testimony that he found no fault in 
Him and, according to the harmony, 
a sevenfold attempt to release Him. 
Pilate’s wife also sent him a message 
saying, ““Have thou nothing to do with 
that just. man, for I have suffered 
many tuings this day in a dream be- 
cause of Him.’”’ When Pilate learned 
that He was of Galilee, which was un- 
der Herod’s jurisdiction, he sent Him 
to Herod, hoping thus to be rid of this

Being redeemed by His 
great sacrifice, it is our privilege to 
suffer with Him, to fill up that which 
is behind of the afflictions of O)rist in 
our flesh for His body’s sake, which is 
the church (Rom, viii, 17; Col. i, 24), 
manifesting by His grace the orna- 
ment of a meek and quiet spirit, which 
is in the sight of God of great price 
(I Pet iii; 4). Peter aneaks of himself 
as a witness-of the sufferings of Christ 
(I Pet. v, 1), and he who once rebelled 
at the thought of Christ suffering tells 
us to rejoice if we are partakers of 
His sufferings (I Pet, iv, 12, 13).

Value of Drugs. 

This is not to say that drugs are 
useless. .No one who has practiced 
medicine and seen the “grim reaper” 
foiled and driven off by the skillful use 
of potent drugs cap truthfully deny 
their engrmous value to bumapity 
when wisely employed. But the key- 
note of modern medicine is “preven- 
tion rather than cure.” 

It is a splendid thing to drag a man 
back from the jaws of death by relax- 
ing the strained arteries witb nitro- 
glycerin or steadying the weakened 
and failing beart with stropbanthus or 
digitalis, but it 1s a far bigger and 
better thing so to advise and guid- 
your patient in bis daily life that he 
shall retain a sound beart and elastic 
arteries until a ripe old age and never 
need your “heroic remedies.” 

Conceding that water ix one of the 
great necessities of life and a powerful 
agent for good or ill, a few moments’ 
attention to its coustitution and quali- 
ties are worth while. 

Water is a compound of two atoms 
of bydrogen with one atom of oxygen, 
indicated by thé formula 8,0 This 
is not a mere mixture of guses, ar iu 
the case of air, but a definite chemical 
compound. 

Distilled water is, of course, chemi 
cally pure, but it is ratber flat and 
unpalatable. It bas been claimed that 
distilied water is not a benithy bev- 
erage owing to its great solvent prop- 
erties, but its use among lurge bodies 
of mep in the pavy without il) effect 
would indicate that this belief is 
groundless. Possibly the drinking of 
very iarge quantities of distilled water 
might impoverish the system, but as 
between distilled water and impure 
water contaminated by disease germs 
there should be no besitancy in choos- 
ing the former. 

The principaj diseases that are trans- 
mitted by water are typhoid fever, 
cbolera. diarrhea und dysentery. All 
these diseasex are absolutely unneces- 
sary and preventatle. if a fractivn of

How to Get Pure Water. 

One goldev maxim we can always 
keep in mind for our protection, ¢gainst

but it is better than a sparkling germ 

laden conveyer of disease. But an of- 
| fort should always be made to secure 
|@ source of pure water supply and 
| keep it pure. 

The appearance of typhoid fever 
| should call for rigid investigation. 

It is not enough for water to be pure 
‘at its kource; a rigid police system 
| should be maintained to prevent con- 
} tamination from sewage within a wide 
| fange of territory adjacent to reser 
| voir, tiver or lake from which the wa- 
| ter is obtained. A proper filtration 
| plant is also advisable, and here expert 
| advice and engineering skill will prove 
| cheap in the long run. 
| On farms and places disconnected 
| from a general water supply the mat- 
ter is under the immediate control of 
| the householder. 

If one cannot afford an artesian well, 
| at least a deep well should be sunk 
} and rigid precaution taken against con- 
| tamination from household sewage. 
The most horrible and uncivilized con- 
dition that can possibly exist is a sbal- 
low surface well or spring adjacent to 
a shallow surface sewage vault. 

No community should permit such a 
combination to exist, and the individ. 
ual who exposes his family to such 
risks assumes a terrible responsibility. 

The distance which a sewage vault 
may be located from a well without 
risk is theoretically sixty feet. As a 
matter of fact, the combination is al- 
ways dangerous, no matter what the 
distance maintained, as the surface 
water may carry the bacteria of dis- 
| ease to a considerable distance. The 
best plan is to have a deep well thor- 
oughly protected within a radius of 
several feet by a cement platform, so 
that surface water from the dooryard 
cannot pollute it. The earth closet 
should be used instead of the pestif- 
erous sewage vault, or if the latter 
evil is permitted it should be as dis- 
tant from the well as possible on a 
lower level and drain away from it. 
The liberal use of dry earth and chlo- 
ride of lime may prevent sickness and 
suffering, not to speak of heavy finan- 
cial loss.

The Ideal System. 

A far better plan is to install a “sur- 
face irrigation” system. These sys- 
tems devised by the late Colonel War- 
ing of New York provide for a dis- 
posal of the house waste and sewage 
through a house drain to a tank or 
reservoir, which automatically empties 
its accumulated contents hy siphonage 
into a series of pipes, which distribute 
the material directly on the surface 
of the soil in some field sloping away 
from the house. An area of one-tenth 

of an acre will receive and care for the 
waste of a bouxehold of twelve per- 
sons. This waste when delivered to 
the field is an inoffensive milky mix- 
ture, which the bacterial and chemical 
agencies in the surface soil soon dis- 
pose of if a proper interval is allowed. 

The cesspool, like all devices that 
accumulate sewage and allow it to 
decompose, muy be a focus of disease 
distrihution. It is far inferior to the 
above described system. 

All wells should be screened, pre- 


venting contamination by flies, mos- | 


quitoes, etc, 

If good well water cannot be ob- 
tained the rainwater may be filtered 
and collected in a cistern. Cistern 
water is not very palatable, but it can 
be kept pure and tends to purify itseif 
on standing. 

Rainwater is soft and, like all soft 
waters, readily dissolves lead. 
should not be stored in metal re- 
ceptacies, therefore, or run through 
leaden pipes. 

What to Do With Pure Water. 

Pure water baving been obtained, the 
question arises, How shall we use it? 
Inasmuch as about 70 per cent of the 
body weight is made up of water, no 
argument i8 necessary to show that a 
certain daily supply is necessary if 
the body weight is to be maintained.

There is no question, however. that 
water is a good eliminant and that 
taken between meals in moderate 
quantities it tends to purify the sys- 
tem. A very active elimination can be 
maintained by drinking frequently 
small quantities of water and thus 
avoiding the dangers of flooding the 
system. ‘This is especially important | 
in cases of kidney trouble and heart | 
trouble, accompanied by dropsy, as it 
is advisable to keep up the action of 
the kidneys and also carry off waste 
products from the bowels without |! 
overtaxing the heart, 


Water at Meals. 

Ice water at meals is injurions, as It 
tends to check the digestive function; 
also the ice is linble to be contami- 
nated and infect pure drinking water. 
A certain amount of water at meals is 
desirable, but it should be cool and not 
ice cold. Hot water has many ad- 
vocates, but it must be used with 
caution. It is of most service where 
there is a gouty tendency. A glassful 
taken in the morning and before re- 
tiring is sufficient.

Ancient Spectacles. 

The invention of spectacies is gener- 
ally associated with the end of the 
thirteenth century, but a pair of spec- 
tacles have been recently found in? 
the excavations at Smyrna. According 
to the description, these spectacles are 
of peculiar form, Each glass is mount- 
ed sepnrately and the two mountings 
are connected by a movable, joint, so 
that one can be folded upon the other. 
Each mounting is circular and is pro- 
vided with a groove for. the reception, 
of the edge of the circular lens, One 
of the lenses, greatly corroded, is atill 
in place. It Is uncertain whether ther 
belong to the Greek or the Byzantine 
period, but there can be no question 
that they are very ancient, 


Glasses For Players. 

A recent instance of American in- 
gzenuity is afforded by the device of an 
optician for the relief of stage folk af- 
flicted with defective eyesight. Glusses 
fitted with tiny benses are now nmde 
for the use of the actor so afflicted 
who, in deference to the character he 
is enacting, may not wear the regula- 
tion eyeglusses or spectacles.

HISTORIC LONDON STREET. 


The Scene of Little Dorrit’s Girlhood 
to Be Blotted Out. 


In_the obliteration of Tabard street, 
London will do away with a road that 
is a disgrace to modern civilization 
yet one familiarly connected with the 
city’s history, poetry and every cir- 
cumstance of greatness. In the days 
before the new Dover road wheeled 
round from the borough into the Kent- 
ish highway, Tabard street was called 
Kent street and was the main ap- 
proach to London from anywhere in 
Kent, from Canterbury, from the Cin- 
que Ports, and so one might almost 
say from Europe. 

Up that street nearly 600 years ayo 
rode the Black Prince, conqueror at 
Poictiers, bringing with him in tri- 
umph the captive French King, a 
pageant compared with which these 
20th century shows are’ but hat 
hearted pieces of make believe. Up 
Tabard street swarmed the peasants 
of Kent under Wat Tyler and later ou 
Jack Cade and his Kentish men, pour- 
ing in from the heart of England’s 
industry, the ‘‘Lancashire lads” of 
that day. 

Down Tabard street some time, be 
fore either of these events the Can- 
terbury Pilgrims clattered over the 


stone on their way to Becker’s 
shrine. 

Yet as long ago as the 13th century 
the street was a haunt of depravity 
and poverty. In Shakespeare’s time 
it was shunned by all respectable folk, 
For centuries it was deplored that dis- 
tinguished foreigners coming from the 
continent should get their first im 
pression of London from Tabard 
street, and sometimes they used to bo 
hurried through by night so that they 
would see as little of it as possible. 

The recent resource of changing 
the name to something more poetic 
has had no effect. Vice and dirt 
seem to be in its very air, and since 
the creation of Dover road. turned 
the stream of traffic elsewhere it has 
just quietly degenerateti into a back 
slum. 

Yet the very dingiest — though not 
the worst—features of Tabard street 
have a romance for us to-day because 
of Charles Dickens. Not a hundrei 
yards from Tabard street Little Dorrit 
was born. At St. George’s Church 
hard by she was married and ther, ! 
too, the kindly beadle laid her to 
sleep with the burial register for pit- 
iow. 

Even the old Marshalsea, the 
debtors’ prison, where Mr. Dorrit 
was so distinguished a_ resident 
where Dickens’ own father was not 
unknown and to which Dickens him- 
self paid many a visit as a boy—is 
still to be traced to a far greater ex- 
tent than is imagined. 

One has cnly to dive into Ange! 

lace — the little court on the left 
just before one comes to St. George’ 
from London Bridge—to find the grim 
ela watis of tne wlarsnalsea standing 
as they stood a century ago. Follov- 
ing the old walls round by warehouses | 
and offices flanked by grimy little pav- 
ed alleys that are probably themselves 
Vickeus survivals, one reaches the 
Southwark mortuary. Close by is a 
battered old door—once an actual dor 
of tne old Marshalsea. Here from 
across the alley close by the entrance 
tc the niortuary over the wall one may 
catch a glimpse of the old Marshai- 
sea belfry, practically just as it was 
when it rang out locking up time for 
Little Dorrit and her father. Coming 
round into St. George’s churchyard 
one hes completely encircled the fam- 
ous old prison that was the world of 
little Dorrit’s girlhood, 


Royal Servants on Holiday. 

The Royal servants will have 4 
much longer holiday than usual this 
year. As a rule, all the servants ex- 
cept those required to be in personal 
attendance on Their Majesties would 
in the ordinary course of events, be 
relieved from duty from August to 
October, when they usually returned 
to Buckingham Palace. But, as the 
Court will not be in London again 
until February, the servants will not 
be required to return to the palace 
before then. 

A certain number of the Royal ser- 
vants have, of course, gone to Bal- 
moral, but the grooms of the cham- 
bers, the pages, and the state porters, 
as well as a number of the femal: 
staff, have been relieved of duty for 
the next four or five months. 

Many of the late King’s servants 
have been re-engaged in the new 
Royal household, but two of the most 
prominent have been pensioned off 
namely, Mr. Menager, the former head 
chef, and Mr. Chandler, King Ed- 
ward’s valet. Mr, Chandler’s son, it 
will be remembered, was recently kill- 
ed in a motor-car accident) 

When the Royal servants go on 
their holiday they must notify the 
Master of the Household, the Lord 
Chamberlain, or the Master of the 
Horse, according to the particular de- 
partment of the hhamsaientl which they 
may be in, of their address, and they 
must be ready to return to duty with- 
in twenty-four hours if required to do 
80, unless they are specially exempt- 
ed from service for a specified period.

Sir James re- 
ceived quite a shoal of congratula- 
tions on the celebration of his 77th 
birthday.

The number of on-licenses is also 
less by 1.472 than in 1908, though here 
the decline has been continuous for a

and they have grown by 20.31 per cent.

6 per cent. in the population. The fig-
